several other charges pending 
against him in Mississippi, in- 
| eluding a state charge of ille- 
gal possession of explosives. 

Hawkins was acquitted in 
Jackson Miss., in August on al 
second state charge of illegal 
possession of explosives. 

Stockton said Hawkins is also 
charged with assaulting a fed- 
eral officer during a confronta- 
tion with FBI agents in Jack- 
son in 1967 shortly after a syn- 
agogue was bombed. 

The FBI, Stockton said, is 
continuing a search for a sec- 
ond man in the Memphis bank
